30—The New 
York Supreme Court yesterday recog­ 
nized a divorce obtained in a French 
court by Frank Jay Gould, wealthy 
sportsman. Justice Mullan dismissed 
a 
divorce 
action 
brought by Mrs. 
Edith Kelly Gould, declaring she had 
defended her husband’s suit in France 
and had had her full day in court. 
“What reason is there,’’ Justice Mul­ 
lan asked, “that our courts, charged 
with the guardianship of the State’s 
sovereignty, should deny extraterri­ 
torial competency to a decree obtain­ 
ed in such circumstances?” 
The Court declared 
that the ease 
and speed of travel in an age when 
long absences from home were cus­ 
tomary, made it “even more impor­ 
tant than it formerly was that the 
comity 
doctrine be applied with as 
little technicality and as much com­ 
mon sense as the particular case ad­ 
mits of.” 
a 
“The length to which the courts of 
one nation will go in recognizing a 
judgment of another nation,” added 
Justice Mullan, “depends, in the last 
analysis, 
upon 
sound 
judicial dis­ 
cretion.” 
Among the records 
submitted to 
the court were those of police court 
proceedings in a French department 
wherein it was stated Mrs. Gould had 
admitted infidelity after a 
raid 
on 
her dwelling. 
The records set forth 
that the French suit had been con­ 
ducted in accordance with the laws 
of New York State, because the par­ 
ties had been temporarily domiciled 
in France.
